Bae- 
deker says that the school itself was moved in 1902 to Horsham in Sussex where 
the "Blue Soa’ Boys" still wore the original costumes -long blue gowns yellow 
stockings and knee breeches, but no head covering. even in winter. 


Mathyn never seems tu have failed to mention the green "staffes" in the hands 
of the Masters of the school-their badge of office. He also at times refers to 
gifts for the children, as at the burial of Master John Heth Mar. 22,1553 -"and 
ther whent a-ffor hym a ©. chylderyn of Gray-freres boys and gyrll.es ij and ij(to-) 
gether, and he gayff them shurts and smokes,and gyrdulls,and moketors, ---".

instructions for someone else to distribute these useful gifts?"Smokes". let us 
hasten to explain,did not refer to cigarettes, but to smocks,and “moketors" is to 
be translated pocket -handkerchiefs. 

Why stop at the gang-plank. or "salt-water", as some express it,when you might 


find interesting and amusing accounts of the life, or death,of an ancestor like the 
above?’
